early date, likely the first of the 
coming week, for the purpose of 
.organizing a stock company, and 
the fans will then have an oppor­ 
tunity to show by their work how 
badly they desire the club of last 
year to be continued this season.

Shively is looking over the field 
with a view to making the 1903 
circuit as 
compact 
as 
possible, 
Chanute and Jefferson C ity are out, 
but is possible that lola will remain, 
although this is by no means as­ 
sured.

The 
modern combine which operates in 
defiance of law, says the Joplin 
Globe, has a way of ordering things 
that causes the learned 
political 
economist to look foolish. 
It de­ 
liberately sets about making the 
necessities of life scarce and dear, 
absolutely 
governing 
production 
and distribution, fixing the selling 
price arbitrarily and humbling the 
consumer to the dust. That wretched 
being must beg the privilege of 
paying any price 
that 
may be 
named for a scant supply of the 
combine’s cornered product. Under 
normal conditions 
that 
product 
would be for sale 
in 
unlimited 
quantities in every city block and 
village street at prices giving only 
a fair profit to the producer and 
the dealer. 
But the combine limits 
production and arranges distribu­ 
tion in such a manner as to make 
the product difficult to get, thus 
contriving to get exorbitant profits. 
The people suffer hardships and 
their lives are filled with anxiety 
lest necessary supplies shall fail 
them. 
In a land of plenty they 
are made mendicants at the doors 
of men who defy the law to thrust 
wrong and insult 
upon the un­ 
offending householder.

ereign virtue.^* were ascribed. 
Ten cases of leprosy are undier 
treatment in Havana, and the physi­ 
cians in charge declare that they are 
making progress. The new remedy 
is an extract from the red mangrove, 
and is used inwardly as a tonic and 
outwardly as a salve. Variety in diet, 
cleanliness of housing, the personal 
use of soap, the unceasing war on ver­ 
min, the habits of employment and 
exercise, and the quarantine laws that 
defend our ports, seem to assure this 
countayr against this loathkime and 
fatal disease; at least it would* be dif­ 
ficult to point to a case that has de­ 
veloped sporadically on our soil. It 
occurs oftenest among the unclean, 
lazy, iU-fed, ill housed people of the 
east, and where 
it 
has appeared 
among other populations it has been 
carried by those people; as the Chi­ 
nese took it to Hawaii for example, 
and doubtless sent it westward by 
slow stages through Russia to Nor­ 
way. The victim rots alive, is ter­ 
ribly dtsfigured and lingers uselessly 


for years. Death comes as a mercy to 
the victim and his family. If a rem­ 
edy can be found for leprosy the im­ 
portance of it will not be realized in 
our countiy— happily— but it will af­ 
fect thousands in less favored por­ 
tions of the world.

SHIP WITHOUT A FLAG, 


Curio us Predica ment o f Fo rmer No r­ 
weg ia n Stea mship Hero . 
Forbidden to carry cargo, to of­ 
ficer or man the ship, or to use her 
own engines to propel! her, because 
she is a steamship without a flag or a 
port to call her own, the former Nor­ 
wegian tramp steamer Hero has been 
compelled to leave port in* tow of the 
wrecking tug Rescue for New York,

says the Baltimore American. The 
vessel had been rebuilt in Baltimore 
from stem to stem and keel to truck, 
at a cost of $8 0,000, and is as good as 
new, having a capacity of 3,500 tons 
of cargo and a speed of ten knots, yet 
the navigation laws of the United 
States say that she cannot be regis­ 
tered as an Americ^an ship, and as she 


losx ner ixorwegian registrx^ 
sh e is a 
ship without a country. 
As she has no official existence un- 
3er any flag, she cannot move from her 
dock without violating the laws of 
navigation, hence she has to be towed 
to New York by the Rescue vdthout 
even the dignity of being a barge. 
Her situation is most unique. 
The Hero was a vessel 322 feet 
long 4 feet wide and 29 ^ feet depth 
Df hold, registering 
1,7 7 9 tons net, 
that hailed from Bergen, Norway. 
She came to Baltimore in 39 01 as a 
Norwegian steamer, and loaded a full 
cargo of coal for Colon, Central Amer- 
‘ ?a. 
On the voyage out 
she 
was 
aught in a northern and blown 
ashore off Colon. The owners aban­ 
doned her to the 
insurance 
com­ 
panies, who in turn abandoned her to 
the wrecking company. Duringthese 
transactions her Norwegian papers 
were carried off and she lost her na­ 
tionality. 
The wrecking company succeeded 
in floating the vessel and towing her 
to New York. Later she was bronght 
to Baltimore to be rebuilt by the Bal­ 
timore Drjdock company at a cost of 
$8 0,000.
